Using Infra-Red Rays 
Newly-Discovered Process Takes 
Photographs Up To 300 Miles 

Infra-red photography and its use 
in the detection of crime, us well as 
in medicine and dyestuffs rescarch, 
formed the subfect of a lecture by Sir 
tobert Robertson, chief government 


chemist, before a joint meeting of 
the Society of Chemical Industry and 
three other Manchester societics, 


Sir Robert began by expla’ning the 
position of infra-red rays relative to 
other rays. The whole renge of 
known ravs runs from wireless rays, 
which be much as mile 
to rays which are in- 
fin tesimallv short, said, The 
mic ravs have such energy that they 
will pierce through the thickness of 
a metre of lead. This is due to the 
fact that the frequency of vibretien 
of a rav increases as its wave-lenvth 
The infra-red rays are 
in length the 
spectrum of visible I'ght. 

Sur Robert referred to some of the 
better-known uses of infra-red ravs.

The Seclerotic is the first coat and 
“The white of the eye.” 
It is hard and almost opaque forming 
a protection to the rest of the eye. 
It comprises about five sixths of the 
posterior of the globe. 

The Cornea comprises the remain- 
ing one sixth of the first coat and is 
fitted into the Sclerotic somewhat, 
like the crystal of a watch fits into 
its case, The Cornea is highly polish- 
ed and transparent permitting the 
rays of light to pass through it. It 
should be symetrically curved in all 
directions and if not so a condition 
known as Astigmatism exists, which 
Will be explained fully in another 


article 

The Aqueous Chamber is situated 
behind the Cornea and is divided by 
the Iris into the Anterior and Pos- 
terior portions. The Aqueous is a
